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the year 1965-66, The following are the important features 
of the report : — 

Financial Position 

Tiie Port Commissioners' revenue receipts for the year 
under review amounted to Rs. 1855.74 lakhs as against 
Rs. 1839.43 lakhs in the previous year. 

The expenditure during the year amounted to Rs. 2030.04 
lakhs as against Rs. 1834.26 lakhs in the previous year. The 
year thus ended with a deficit of Rs. 174.30 lakhs as against 
a surplus of Ks. 5.17 lakhs in the previous year. The in- 
crease in expenditure was mainly due to additional expendi- 
ture on establishment, stores, maintenance and repairs, 
interest and Sinking Fund. 

For financing capital works, the Commissioners borrowed 
Rs. 4.80 crores during the year. The total balances in the 
Revenue Reset ve and other Funds as on the 31st March, 
1966 amounted to Rs. 707.01 lakhs. 

Traffic 

The total imports and exports, which passed through the 
port during the year under review, were 5.28 million tonnes 
and 4.56 million tonnes respectively, as against the corres- 
ponding import and export figures of 6.08 million tonnes and 
4.98 million tonnes for the year 1964-65. 

There was a general fall ia traffic, except in the case oC 
ones, which registered an increase. 

Port Railway 

The income derived from the Railways during the year 
1965-66 amoun ed to Rs, 272.34 lakhs as against Rs. 253.33 
lakhs in 1964-65. 

Passenger Traffic 

The number of passengers who embarked into and dis- 
embarked from sea-going vessels was 10,094 and 109 res- 
pectively. The corresponding figures for 1964-65 were 
6,460 and 273, respectively. 

Shipping 

The number of vessels which entered the port in 1965-66 
was 1623 as against 1807 in the previous year. The de- 
crease was mainly due to the fall in traffic. 

Haldia Anchorage 

For the seventh year in succession, vessels carrying food- 
grains were worked at Haldia Anchorage during the fair 
weather season from November 1965 to February 1966. Iri 
all 13 vessels were worked during 1965-66 and the total 
quantity of foodgrain discharged at the Anchorage was 
52,793 tonnes. 

River Model Experiments 

All items of technical equipment ordered have been re 
oeived and data are being collected on a systematic basis 
with the help of these instruments and the Research Vessel 
‘Anusandhaui’. Considerable progress was also made in the 
different studies being carried out at the Central Water and 
Power Research Station, Poona. 

Labour and Labour Welfare Measures 

The labour situation in the Port during the year under 
review continued on the whole to be satisfactory, 

Port Charges 

Increase in Port charges during the year are estimated to 
bring an additional income, of Rs 129 lakhs per year. 

llooghly Pilotage 

The income from Pilotage during the year 1965-66 was 
Rs. 54.12 lakhs and the expenditure Rs. 48.14 lakhs resulting 
in a surplus of Rs. 5.98 lakhs. 

Port Development 

Expenditure during the veai on Capital works amounted 
to Rs. 587.65 lakhs. 

Considerable progress was made during the year 1965-66 
on the various Plan schemes. Important Projects completed 
were construction of the steam Hopper Barge No. 12 at a 
cost of Rs. 39 lakhs, Estuary dredger ‘Mohana’ at a cost of 
Rj, 250 laklix. Survey Vessel ‘Tiibeni’ at a cost of Rs, 77 
lakhs, reclamation of Diamond Sand at a cost of Rs, 17.2C 


lakhs, and completion of Engineering studies in connection 

with Haldia Dock Scheme.
